From His Late Residence on Sixth

days of brooding over what seemed 
slight difficulties, some time Thursday 
afternoon last Jam es lf.

The ambassador Is exported to 
arrive here Monday, when he w ill con­ 
fer with Foreign Minister Delcaase and 
go over the details of the rupture be­ 
tween France and the vatican, pre­ 
liminary to the* meeting of the council 
of ministers on Tuesday, when a fur­ 
ther Mn** of action will be determined 
upon. 
Contrary 
to general 
expectations, 
Monsignor Lorenzclli, the papa! nun­ 
cio at Paris, will not leave his post. 
The nunciature has given out the fol­ 
lowing statement: 
“ Bp to the present the nuncio has 
received no orders to take his leave, 
although the state of hts health might 
make it desirable. 
As Rome* has no
